DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  majority  of  the  houses  were  not  connected  with  the 
new  Sewerage  system  when  the  drains  were  laid  in  1914.  Fifteen 
houses  were  connected  in  1915,  nine  houses  in  1916,  nineteen 
houses  in  1917,  and  32  in  1919.  The  Canterbury  Terrace  sewer, 
hitherto  connected  with  theold  surface  water  sewer,  and  the 
New  Bridge  Council  Schools  have  been  connected  to  the  new 
Sewerage  system.

SCAVENGING. 

The  duty  of  removing  night  soil  and  refuse  falls  on  the 
occupier,  and  is  neglected  to  an  extent  that  is  detrimental  to  health. 
It  is  impossible  to  keep  the  district  in  a  Sanitary  state  without 
Public  scavenging  and  this,  in  my  opinion,  i^  urgently  required. 


POOD. 


MILK  -  The  Local  Pood  Control  Committee  purveyed  Milk 
from  the  1st  January  to  the  19th  November  after  which  date 
priority  certificates  were  issued. 

There  was  no  complaint  of  unwholesome  Milk,  hut 
complaints  were  made  of  short  supply. 

The  Milk  is  produced  within  or  just  outside  the  District. 
In  October  your  Council  asked  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  approve  a  Loan  of  £10,000  to  enable  the  Council  to  acquire 
a  Dairy  Farm  and  fairy  to  provide  an  adequate  supply  of  Milk 
for  the  inhabitants  at  cost  price,  and  received  a  reply  that

The  Church  of  England  and  Council  Schools  (Mixed  and  Infants 
Departments)  were  closed  from  the  17th  to  the  31st  March  on  account 
of  Influenza.  The  Infants  Department  was  closed  for  disinfection 
after  Scarlet  Fever  from  the  21st  to  the  23rd  August. 

Measles  and  German  Measles  were  prevalent  in  an  outlying  part 
of  the  district  in  November  and  December,  and  in  these  months  a 
few  cases  were  imported  into  the  town. 

There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district  during  the  year. 


Antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  and  can 
be  obtained  from  the  M*O.H.  The  cost  in  1919  was  2/9* 

Clothe 3  and  Bedding  are  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  Council 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  where  they  are  disinfected  by  steam  fre 
of  cost.
